ET us take heed how we deſpiſe any creature that 500 
hath made; for God hath made all things for _ 
Y ory 
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 gloty, even the wicked for the day of wrath (a) that is, 
the good of all things he hath made for to be beloved of him 
and the evil of all things for to be hated of him; God loves 
nothing but that which is good, as bf the houſe of Jacob; and 
he hates nothing but that which is evil, as of the houſe of 
Eſau; God cannot be faid to hate the perſon of a man for the 
evil in the man: neither can he be ſaid to love the perſon of 
4 man the more for the good which is in him; but the good 
Tſelf he loves, and the evil itſelf he hates: and he is glori- 
fied as much in the deſtroying of one, as in the ſaving of the 
other; and ſo he made all things for good, becauſe he made 
them for his own glory. 3 | 

And he made rhan to this end that he might glorify him- 
ſelf, and that he might ſhew forth the praiſes of him that made 
him, as well ia his body as in his ſpirit : in that which is call- 
evil, as that which is called good; for all is God's, and he is 
glorified in both : yet not that he ſhould commit fornication, 
or ſin againſt his own body, which is in him. For know ye 
not that/your body is the Temple of the Holy Ghoſt which 
is in you, Which ye have of God, and ye are not your own? © 
tor ye are bought with a price; therefore glorify God in your 
body, and in your ſpirit, which are God's (5), or let God 
have the glory of all things, and you the ſhame. 

Now he that hath the Holy Ghoſt dwelling in him, knows 
that he in all things glorifies God in his body, and in his ſpi- 
tit, which is God's, and there is not in him the fpirit of 
wrath, envy and malice, but the ſpirit of love, meekneſs 
and temperance, like Gd: © Who is a wiſe man and en- 
dowed with knowledge among you ? let him ſhew out of a 
good converſation his works with meeknefs of wiſdom; but 
it you have bitter envying and ſtrife in your hearts, glory not 
and lye not againſt the truth; for this wiſdom deſcends not 
from above, but is earthly, ſenſual, and Deviliſh (c) ;“ that 

is, wicked, ſenſual, and Deviliſh: It is ſaid, Be angry, 
Nand ſin not; let not the Sun go down upon your wrath (4);“ 
at it i but how ſhould a man be angry without fin ? Sure it muſt be 
etre an anger like unto the anger of God, wherein it may praiſe 
e, od; for he is ſometimes ſaid to be angry, yet without ſin;

or between a Believer and an Infidel (a),“ the old man and 
the new? and ** what agreement hath the Temple of God 
with Idols? for, faith the Apoſtle, * ye are the Temple of 
the living God,” as God hath ſaid, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; I will be their God, and they ſnall be my 
people ();“ and © Behold the Tabernacle of God is wth 
men, and Behold the Kingdom of God is within you (c)“. 
All which Scriptures ſhew that the heaven in which God 
dwells, is in the Saints; then God who is love, cannot be 
ſaid to be angry with them, nor with any thing chat is good 
in them, becauſe they are the chambers of his preſence, in 
which he is delighted, and in which he hath placed his love 
for the good of his people, the deſtruction of their fins, and 
the preſervation of his creature, which he before had pre- 
pared unto glory; thus his love is his wrath, and his wrath 
is his love. 
And now let us examine aurſelves when we be angry, whe= 
ther it aims only at ſin, and at all things contrary to that 
which is good: do we love that which God loves, and do 
we hate that which God hates? ſure if we did, we ſhaald he. 
laving to all men, all creatures, becauſe they all image 
eme of God; © love your enemies, faith Chriſt, 
good to t Xn which hate you.” This 1s the command of 
our Saviour, and example both, that we ſhould hare nothin 
bur that which is evil, and love nothing but that which is, 
foods whether it be in ourſelves or in others; and ſome re- 
ation hath that Lenken, to theſe words, 82 Fare thy neigh.

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God is love, and God is light (5); then he that dwells in 
God dwells in love and light both: then to abide in theſe is

act from a principle of love, light and ſweetneſs, which is

GOD made all things as an image of himſelf, and he ſaw 
that when they were made they were very good: for 
they did viſibly image forth himſelf inviſible; and fo the 


creature viſible, and in its outward appearance is but a ſha- 
dow, or image of himſelt inviſible, as Devid ſaith, that man 
walks as a vain ſhadow z and indeed the beſt and moſt ex- 
cellent parts of the creature in an outward appearance, are 
but a ſhadow, and like a ſhadow go away; but the original 
truth and purity, which is the ſubſtance of this creature (the 
ſhadow is inviſible, and fo an image in him, ** who is the 
image of the inviſible God, by whom all things that are in 
heaven, and in earth, viſible and inviſible, were made (a).“ 

' And now the very creature which was made of God, nay, 
the whole Creation of Gcd, viſible and inviſible, as made of 
him, and framed by Jeſus Chriſt the true pattern, and as it 
abides in this pattern, this image the Lord Jeſus, who is the 
image of the inviſible Cod, ſo it remains his Image and is 
happy; but there is another image or body which the crea- 
ture hath brought upon itſelf ; an image not like the image 
of God, but the image of the Devil, an image which abides 
nat in the truth, and in the light, as in the Lord Jeſus, but 
an image which abides and remains in a lye, in ignorance ” 
and darkneſs, in falſhood and error, as in the Devil; which

were reconciled to God by the death of his Son; much more

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It i is true, he that believeth not in the Son, ſees not, nor 
oys the life of the Son in him, but remains in a ſtate 
ee death and darkneſs; in the continuance of 
which darkneſs, he ſtill remains in a ſenſe and feeling of an 


angry God, under the ſenſe of which anger he will abide till 


the appearing of the light of the Lord Jeſus in him, who is 
the chaſer away of all darkneſs, and the deſtroyer of all ſin 
and death. 

But now he that truly believes in the Son, and ſees himſelf 
one in and with the Son, in the life and light of the Son, is 
then, through the continuance of this life and light of the 
Son, the Lord Jeſus, ſhining in him, brought to a ſenſe and 
feeling of the love of God to him, under the ſenſe of which 


love he ſtill remains, while this light of the preſent being of 


the Lord Jeſus ſhines in him, and then he beholds God as a

ever under the wrath of God, or ſo long as they remain fear- 
ful, unbelieving, /&c. which is a ſelf-being ſtate that capti- 
vates the creature, and keeps it in bondage, and which is 


_ till in rebellion againſt God: but now this power of dark- 


neſs, this rebellion in man, ſhall be burnt up by the coming 
of him who will be as fire among ſtubble; and now againſt 
this will God come in wrath, as a conſuming fire, to burn up 
and to deſtroy ; and not againſt the perſon of any man, but 
againſt that vile, corrupt, and ſinful being in man; ſo the houie 
of Jacob ſhall be as fire, and the houſe of Ejau as ſtubble. 
But before I leave this, give me leave to explain myſelf 
a little further upon the ſubjects that are to have their end, 
or be burnt up © in the lake of fire burning with brimſtone :*? 
And concerning this, my experience tells me, that though 
wn with relation to mens per- 
ſons in ſuch a condition, according to our capacity; yet 
the true and inward meaning of thele words, according 
as I apprehend it, hath no relation to mens particular 
perſons, whoſe ſpirits are in ſuch a condition; for they 
are but outward forms and ſhadows, which ſhews an inward : 
truth of the ſame; for the truth of all outward appearances 
is inviſible to mortal eyes; and therefore ſaith the Apoſtle, 
* we look not at things that are ſeen which are temporal, but 
at things which are not ſeen, for thcy are eternal (c):“ but 
in Caſe it had relation to the perſons of men, then what would 
almoſt become of all men? tor what man is there that. hath 
not either one or the other of theſe ſins in him? But“ greax 
is the myſtery of godlineſs, God manifeſt in the Beſh (4), 
the truth manifeſt in a form: fo, in like manner, here is à 
myſtery wrapt up in theſe words, that this judgment which is 
threatened, is not againſt the perſon of any man, no, not 
againſt the perſon of the moſt wicked man upon the earth. 
But I ſhall rather apply it to theſe particular fins and offences,

F HE Lord Jeſus when he comes into us, ſits as a refiner 
of gold and ſilver, and in love to us he takes away the 
droſs, but he ſaves the gold; he takes away our corruptions, 
but the goodneſs he preſerves and keeps; A bruiſed reed 
ſhall he not break, and the ſmoaking flax ſhall he not quench; 
he ſhall bring forth judgment unto truth (a).“ The Lord 
Jeſus, into whoſe hands all judgment is committed (35), fits 
in us as a Judge, judging and condemning our ſins to death, 
yet will not quench the leaſt flaſn of light and goodneſs in 
us, but will gather it up into a ſweet and glorious diſcovery 


of itſelf, into the boſom of our mother Sarab, who is the 


form of glory which lives and abides in the boſom of God. 
And now how ſweet and how excellent is our God in all 


his works towards us! how true and righteous are all his ways 


in all his judgments ! More to be deſired are they than 
gold, yea than much fine gold, ſweeter alſo than hony and 
the hony-comb : all the ways of God are Na and 
peace; his work is perfect (d), ſaith Moſes : © He hath ſet 
one thing over-againſt another,” ſaith Solomon.

W HILE the people of God lived under the Law, or 
before Chriſt, they had no life, or peace, but what 
ſeemed to he upon every performance of duty done and ful- 
filled by them, which did ſeem to make God at peace with 
them, which being not done, could have no peace with him in 
the creatures apprehenſion, till the day of atonement, though 
God himſelf was always at peace with his people; and this 
was in the time of the Law, or in that diſpenſation when 
they could not ſee God, but as under a vail; but now in 
the time of the Goſpel, or as we may ſay, in a more clearer 
diſpenſation, God appears with that vail taken off, and ſo 
ſhews himſelf in a more naked and (a) bright appearance of 
himſelf in Jeſus Chriſt, and doth not ſeem now as then, to 
be at 8 with his people, for the doing and performing 
and ſuch duties by them, but he is at peace with 
them, and he is in love with them without the performance 
of any duty towards him by them; for now he looks upon 
us in Jeſus Chriſt, as all duties to be done and performed by 
him, having received him for atonement, for a ſatisfaction, 
in whom and through whom he is at peace with us (5); and 
now all that is required of us; and will be beſt accepted at 
the Lord's hands, is praiſe and thankfulneſs; and this David 
faith, (c) *I will praiſe the name of God with a ſong, and 
will magnify him with thankſgiving ; this alſo ſhall pleaſe the 
Lord better than an Ox or Bullock that hath horns and hoofs;“ 
for the offering of an Ox, or a Bullock, or a Lamb for a 
ſacrifice to God; that is, the offering up of the beſt of our 
performances to God for a reward, is but as if we flew a 
man, or cut off a dog's neck (4) :“ and therefore, dear friend, 
know this, that there is no love nor peace to be 2 be 
ta) 3 Cor. ie, ( Epb. i.

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God by any thing that we can do for him, or towards him; 
but he hath received ſatisfaction from Chriſt once for all, in 
whom and through whom he is in love and at peace with 
all his people: and therefore he that ſees God as an angry 
God, and as a God ready to puniſh him for his ſins, may 
conclude with himſelf, that he yet ſees him as under the 
Law, and ſo hath not yet received Jeſus Chriſt, which is to 
ſee him under the Goſpel, who is a full diſcharger of all his

man ſees not God clearly but through a vail, and this vail 
is the fleſh of Chriſt, which a Chriſtian is not to ſtay in, 
but to pals through; for all that a ſoul can ſee of God here, 
is in forms and ordinances, gifts and graces, as under a vail, 
which is an imperte& fight, and not as he is in himſelf, 


(2) * Yet we are now the ſons of God, (faith the Apoſtle) bur 


we know not what we ſhall be; but this we know, that when 
he appears we ſhall be like him for we ſhall ſee him as he is:?“ 
Again, Ve know now but in part,” faith the Apoſtle, -and 
therefore it is imperfect; but this we know, that when that 
which is perfect is come then that which is imperfect ſhall be 
done away; yet they had the knowledge of Chriſt in the fleſh,

ew you plainly of the Father,” and this ſhewing plainly of 
the Father, is the giving of the ſpirit ; “ for he ſhall take of 
mine, and ſhew it unto it yau (a); and thus the Kingdom of 
the Mediator 1s the time of the thouſand years wherein the 
Devil is chained up and in Priſon, yet ſometimes running 
forth to the end of his chain, to raiſe fears and doubts in the 
creature, till the time of the Kingdom of the father,

and when it is, and how in it there is an end of all forms of wor- 
ſhip. . . ; 
AND having ſpoken of theſe two, I ſhall now come ta the

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without the help of any created thing, as the light of the 
Sun, or the light of the Moon (a), but ſees God himſelf to 
be light unto him, and then is the light of the Moon 
become as the light of the Sun, and the Sun as the light of 
ſeven days, when ance the ſou] is brought ro behold all in 
his God, to ſee and enjoy himſelf and all things in him, 

above and beyond all <xutSh and ordinances, gifts, graces, 
and manifeſtations, duties, prayers and obſervations, and ſo 
ſees-all theſe to be made fruitleſs and uſeleſs unto him, and 
enjoys God truly and perfectly in himſelf without the uſe af 
all outward means, bur ſees God himſelf to have all means 
in himſelf for the making known of himſelf, * . - - 

And this is the Kingdom of the Father, or the Kingdom 

of Jeſus Chriſt in the ſpirit, when a ſoul logks no, longer 
upon the. manifeſtations of God, ta take help or camtart 
from them, but upon God himſelf: for the ſou] which is 
one with God, cannot expect help or comfort from any thing 
put God, not from any ſecond hand, but the firſt hand, 


which is from and by the immediate preſence of God with 


the ſoul. While a ſoul remains in the Kingdom of Chriſt in 
the fleſh, he enjoys nothing of Gad, but what is through 
manifeſtations, and this js not a perfect enjoyment, becauſe 
manifeſtations do many times fail, becauſe then the Devil 
does many times appear to be let looſe, and then man's en- 
joyment with God muſt fail likewiſe ; and this having failed, 
he muſt then grow under a ſenſc of trouble; for where God 
ſhines not always with his own light, there is and muſt be 
_ darkn.ſs, and darkneſs naturally brings trouble; therefore as 
| I have ſaid before, fo I fay ſtill, that in the Kingdom of 
Chriſt in the fleſh, where the Deyil is ſametimes let looſe, 
there is a mixture of light and of darkneſs, of day and of night, 
of life and of death, of joy and of trouble, becauſe he ſees 
God but as in a vail, and not with ppen face; and fo that 
in that Kingdom a ſoul is beſet with many enemies (3), and 
when Chriff hath Overcome all theſe enemies, then is the ſoul 
brought ter the Kingdom of the Fatner, where there is no 
more enemy (c), ng more Devil, death, darkneſs, ſorrow, 
trouble, fear nor unbelief, but where the darkneſs ſhines as 
light, and the night as the day, where darkneſs and light 
will be both alike, and where the Wolf and the Lamb ſhall

where is light and no darkneſs, day and no night; but 


where there is one*day which is known to the Lord (), nat 
day nor night, but in the evening time it ſhall be light, and 


in that Day the Lord himſelf ſhall be King over all the earth, 


for there ſhall be one Lord, and his name one, one God and 
Father of all; for “when all things ſhall be ſubdued unto 


him, then ſhall the Son alſo himſelf be ſubje& unto him that 
put all things under him, that God may be all in all(c).”
